Consistent with its policy for COVID-19 testing, the HSCRC 

has determined that Monoclonal Antibody drugs previously, but 

no longer provided free to hospitals, shall be charged to patients 

at the Medicare price for the duration of the federal Public 

Health Emergency. Although it may be extended, the federal 

Public Health Emergency is currently scheduled to expire 

January 11, 2023.  

 

Monoclonal Antibody drugs include but are not limited to: 

 

Bebtelovimab    175mg      Medicare Price  $2,394 

 

Once the federal Public Health Emergency has expired, 

hospitals will develop charges for these drugs utilizing the 

standard HSCRC drug pricing methodology.
